Unexpectedly— or maybe It was 
not unexpected at all— Premier 
Chou En-lnl of red China, which 
supports Albania and considers 
Itself very Stalinist, walked out. 

Khrushchev, of course, got full 
support from the Russian con- 
gress delegates, as he knew he 
would, for his denunciation of Al- 
bania. He may have donq this 
deliberately. 

It served to show the red Chi- 
nese, who havo tKcomft % pain In 
the neck to him twcause of their 
disagreement with his poUdes 
and In time mtty become Russia's 
greatest rival nnd enemy, that 
whatever. hB_dId,.he.dId wlth.full 
Russian support.

In reality— and only time will 
show It-the West, like Khrush^ 
chev, may have gained a lot from 
the congress. Possibly it gained 
nothing, lost much. For the time 
being "1 rp^'t tj- li which. 
This much Is dear; 
Khrushchev emerged from the 
congress atronger than ever. Ho 
got full endorsement for his pol- 
Idev - HIs-JUbanian - critics- were 
denounced. His own critics at 
home among the old Bolsheviks 
ere Khoved nslde. 
. This— symboUied by tlio party^ 
lull break with Stalinism- leaves 
TJihu-frcor-than-hehau - evcr-bctm 
to pursue what policies ho thinks 
rlpht, even when they appear the 



opposite of what the onetime In- 
fallible Stalin might have done. 

One of these opposite policies 
Is- his effort to represent himself 
OS much more reasonable than 
the-hard-nOHKl-StollnirSfl T<t-jnai 
who believes In "peaceful coex- 
istence." 

His very "reasonableness" I 
supposed to bo the root of the 
muble between him and the old 
Bolsheviks, the red Chinese and 
the Albanians. 

But what tha West can't be 
Euro of Is whether the reasonable, 
neis Is real or a grand device to 
soften lt^t6 concessions. 

It'la this very uncertainty that 
malccs It tougher to deal with 
Khrushchev than with Stalin, He 
wants concessions that from his 
viewpoint, are not unreasonable 
at ail. 

...Yet tho West taiowo clcatly 
that If It makes concessions too 
far-reaching, communism tmder 
Khrushchev may gain far more 
without fighting than Stalin 
could hnxc. achieved with outrlffht
